"Tho  crop  horo  being  grown  undor  irrigation,  cultivation  has  not 
boon  affectod  by  tho  unfavourable  weather  conditions  which  havo 
characterized  othor  aroas  in  Africa.        Tho  cotton  is  tho  best  class 
Sakol,  and  commands  a  good  price.      Wo  havo,  thoroforo,  in  tho  Sudan 
an  incroaso  in  tho  out-turn. 

"On  tho  irrigated  aroas  on  tho  Gozira  Plain,  so  ably  controlled  by 
tho  Sudan  Plantations  Syndicate  Ltd.,  tho  cotton  crop  amounted  to 
113,169  balos  from  100,058  acres,  as  comparod  with  90,309  bales  from 
80,031  acres  in  the  previous  season.    LTho  balos  roforrod  to  are 
probably  Egyptian  balos  of  750  pounds  average  gross  weight.  ] 

"For  the  present  season  tho  Sudan  Syndicate  have  105,522  acros  under

ESTIMATED  COTTON  PRODUCTION  IN  EGYPT  IN  1927. 


"Cotton"  (Manchester )  of  May  26  contains  the  following  dispatch  from 
P.  August ino  &  Co.  of  Alexandria,  dated  May  18: 

"    The  final  size  of  tho  Sakel  crop  this  year    [ 1927]  disclosed 

by  the  official  figures  of  cotton  ginnod  to  the  30th  April,  although  not 
much  smaller  than  anticipated,  has  made  some  impression  on  tho  market. 
People  argue  that  on  the  utmost  next  season's  crop,  the  acreage  of  v/hich 
underwent  some  decrease,,  cannot  exceed  materially  this  year's  production, 
and  with  the  small  prospective  carry-over  tho  market  for  Sakels  is  likely 
to  be  very  strong  owing  to  the  disparity  between  normal  requirements 
and  available  supply. 

"The  official  figures  of  cotton  ginnod  to  the  30th  April,  1928,  are 
as  follows:-

"Although  no  official  statement  has  been  made  it  is  known  that  the 
ungirned  cotton  loft  all  over  the  country  at  that  date  was  below  40,000 
cantars,  thus  the  ginnings  practically  represent  the  commercial  crop  .... 

[  Since  the  Egyptian  cantar  is  a  weight  of  99  pounds,  those  ginning 
figures  indicate  that  a  crop  equivalent  to  1,200,000  oales  of  500  pounds 
net  weight  was  produced  in  Egypt  last  year.      Of  this  total  468,000  bales 
or  39  per  cent  wore  of  tho  Sakel  variety.  ] 


THE  1928  CHOP  IN  EGYPT. 


"Cotton"  of  May  26  also  contains  the  following  information  from 
P.  August i no  &  Co.,  dated  May  18: 

!,The  plants  have  well  developed,  and  it  looks  as  if  the  crop  has 
recuperated  its  initial  backwardness.      This  rapid  dovelopment  has  been 
due  tc  cho  very  hot  weather  which  has  prevailed  during  April  and  also 
during  part  of  the  present  month.      However,  despite  appearances  from 
the  aspect  of  the  plant,  expert  opinion  considers  that  the  excessive 
and  abnormal  heat  of  this  year  is  more  detrimental  than  favourable  to 
the  ultimate  success  of  the  crop."

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  Nov/  Bedford  Standard  of  June  17  states  as  follows: 

"Absence  of  buying  activity  continues  to  feature  raw  cotton 
markets  throughout  Nov/  England  cotton  consuming  centers  and  prices 
were  very  little  changed  from  the  levels  prevailing  the  previous 
week,  although  somo  reported  that  quotations  received  f  i  om  the 
South  wore  slightly  stiff or  this  week  for  no  apparent  reason,  so 
far  as  they  could  see.      There  was  net  enough  actual  buying  to 
raally  tost  out  those  stiffer  quotaticas  and  there  is  some  reason 
to  believe  that  firm  bids  at  the  former  lovely  will  moot  with 
acceptance . 

"Egyptians  are  not  quite  as  irregular  as  formerly.,  but  there  is 
littlo  trading  in  them.      Medium  grade  Sakel  is  priced  around  40  cents 
and  higher  grades  can  bo  had  around  45  cents.      Medium  grado  uppors 
are  offorod  around  31  cents,  and  have  aroused  virtually  no  buying 
interest  vhatovor.      Pima  cotton  is  unchanged  so  far  as  quotations 
aro  concerned,  but  those  are  usually  taken  to  be  nominal  only.

THE  CROP  IN  EGYPT. 


"Cotton"  (Manchester)  of  Juno  9  contains  tho  following: 


Aloxandria  Commercial  Co.,  Alexandria,  May  31st:- 
"Crop  news  is,  in  general,  satisfactory,  although  tho  tomporaturo 
during  tho  past  week  has  boon  rather  erratic  with  some  very  cool  nights 

In  Upper  Egypt  the  plants  will  soon  bo  flowering;  they  are  strong 
and  hoalthy. 

Loaf  worm  has  made  soma  progress  in  tho  Delta,  but  no  appreciable 
damage  is,  so  far,  reportod. 

Wator  is  plentiful  overywhoro,  and  rice  is  being  sown  in  tho  North 
Dolta. 

It  looks  as  if  thoro  will  bo  a  slight  increase  in  the  acreage,  for 
tho  Government  has  accoptod  as  cultivablo  lands  a  considerable  area  of 
tho  was to  lands  of  tho  North  Dolta,  which  will,  of  courso,  off sot  an 
incroaso  in  tho  land  put  down  under  cotton  while  still  respecting  tho 
Restriction  of  Acreage  Law." 


G.  D.  Sarris,  Aloxandria,  May  31st:- 
"V/ith  tho  exception  of  two  days,  when  the  woathor  has  boon  unsettled, 
atmosphoric  conditions  havo  boon  favourable  and  crop  advices  continuo 
good. 

Tho  loaf  worm  has  sproad  over  tho  whole  Dolta,  but  tho  destruction 
of  tho  ogg  massos  is  proceeding  vigorously.      It  is  generally  oxpoctod 
that,  owing  to  this  year's  early  attack  of  tho  leaf  worm,  tho  attack  of 
tho  end  of  Juno,  which  is  tho  most  dangerous,  will  be  loss  severe  than 
usual . 

Owing  to  new  land  under  cultivation  wo  estimate  that  thoro  is  an 
incroaso  of  8  to  10  per  cent,  in  this  year's  acreage  over  last  year's. 
As  regards  Sakols,  we  estimate  the  acreage  slightly  largor  than  last  yo. 
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
